New Way of Raising Revenue. 


Attention is called by the British 
Medica Journal to a method of raising 
revenue which, while pressing hesvily on 
the fow, would recommond itsolf hoartily 
to s great number of poople.

Persons 
exceeding this limit aro taxed at tho fol- 
lowing rates :- Up to 14 st. 4 lbs., twelve 
and sixponce ; from this weight to 18 st. 8 
Ibe., twenty-five ahillings ; ang beyond this 
weight seven shillings for every additional 
pound, As our contemporary observes, 
the number of people in thia country who 
bear tho fat man's burden ia 0 large that 6 
Chancalor of the Exchequer, who could 
got his‘ pound of flesh’ out of each one of 
them would be able tolook forward to hia 
Budget without disquiotude.

of niles by United Statos vessels stationed 
ear the affected districts, should such be 
deemed advisable.

‘Tho 
clumsiness of tho mactric systom for general 
and domestic use is proved by the fact that 
in everyday life the majority of the metrio 
‘designations sre entirel ‘ignored -a 
‘Frenohman would not agk for two hecto- 
grammes and five deagrimmes, or even 
250 grammos, of tobacco; he would say a 
quarterkilo. Ap Enjlichman, taking the} 
same proportion of our unit—a pound— 
would ty cither a qusrter of « pound-or 
four ounces ; if he wanted half that quan- 
tity he would say two ounces, wherens 
according tothe metricaystem, 126 grammes 
would haro to bo asked for. Tho British 
systemof weightaand measures is complicat- 
ed, but euch of thém as are used in overy- 
day lifolond thomeelvcsto ready calculation, 
and aro auldivided far mora readily than 
is the metric system. -

the narrative was Captain Lea's disparaging 
references to his crow, statements which 
wore contradicted by membora of tho crew 
afow days Ister.

‘My crew was a ecratch ong, of whom I 
hardly care to speak. My chiof engineer 
was an Indian wha spoke no English, and 
I know no Italian ; #0 all my orders to 
him had to be given through an English- 
min who know some Spaniah—just onough 
totranslate to a Spaniard whe knew sume 
Itwlion! War might commence at any 
moment; at any moment we might have 
boen attacked. We were armed to the 
teeth—but there was only one man bo- 
sides mysalf whu know how to work a gun |’ 

And later in the course of the interview 
the Cupfain was asked if he had had 
trouble with hiacraw. Ho replied, sccord- 
ing to the Daily News represe’ ‘ative :— 

‘Trouble! I won't speak of it, Iwas 
forced to put a lot of the fellows ashore at 
different places, and take on Chinnmen. 
Onew tho whole watch inutinied, and T had 
te read the Riot Act in the form of their 
agreements to them ' 

Two English sailors, who woro part of 
the se-steh crew engaged to work the 
craiger, called nt tho offices of the Daily 
News to defend the Engtish ablo scamen 
from the sovere strictures which Captain 
fea passed upon the crew. [np doing so, 
says tho Daily News, they unconsciously 
piinted a lurid picture of the state of 
things with which Captain Len bad to 
contend. 

‘With the exception,’ they said, ‘ofa 
few who took to drinking, the English 
ssilurs wore a decent lot of fellows, and 
behaved themselves properly, though thoy 
had to suffer for the evil character craated 
by the bebsvigur of the few wrong ones. 

‘Many of the Continental sailors made 
themaclves ‘‘dead drunk” immediatel: 
their watch wns over, Several were drun 
and helpless in_ their bunka every day 
vhen off duty. Down balow the ship was 
like 8 public-house.’ 

Among the men who had to be put 
ashore at Port Said they admitted that 
there were four Englishmen, one of whom, 
at least, was considered a ringleader, An- 
other who had won tho sobriquet of ' Vino 
YIT.' bad to be put ashore st Colambo, 
while ‘Vino V.' and ‘Vino VL,’ two 
others whose drunkennoss -obtained those 
titles, were among the twonty Englishmen 
put ashore at Singapore. ~~ 

Their oxplanation of the discarding of 
the sorvicea of thoao twenty at Singapora 
wns that it vas, so they wore told, done to 
ave expense. But that, at least, thoy 
could not understand, for while the Eng- 
Yishmen’a rate of pay would have cost 
£2 10s, for 13 days,-the-Chinamen engaged 
in their places had to bo paid £5 for eleven 
days.
